~ The past year has shown a marked interest in the schools, on 
the part of teachers and pupils, in general the attendance has 
been good. Each school with the exception of one on Ore Hill 
has been kept twenty-four weeks, divided in a spring and _ fall 
term. 

_ New Geographys have been purchased for the schools, to 
take the place of old ones badly worn and not up to date. 


The coming year we advise changing the readers as those 
now in use do not seem adapted to the pupils in our schools. 


-The underpinning and floors of the East Warren, Swain Hill 
and Summit schoo] houses have been repaired, also the chimney 
of the Swain Hill school house. New stoves have been furnish- 
ed to each of these school houses.
